No. 57-ITC(PN)/73.—Attention is invited to para 129 of Section 1 of the I.T.C. Policy 
Red Book tVol. Ij for the period April 73—March 74 regarding special facilities for 
Indians returning from/residing abroad. 

2. It is clarified that in respect of items, the import of which is canalised through the 
State Trading Agencies, only release orders and not import licences, will be issued on 
the canalising agencies concerned in terms of the import policy for that item, 

3, The intending importers desirous to avail of the facilities provided in the afore¬ 
said paragraph of Section I of the Red Book can approach the Indian Investment Centre, 
Icevan Vihar, Parliament Street, New ITelhi fob any guidance in regard to the procedure 
to be followed in applying for import licences. Indian Investment Centre

(2) The book value of production against S. No. 4 in this statement should relate to 
the same period as mentioned against S. No. 3. 

(3) Only those import licences and release orders should be entered under S. No. 5 
of this statement which pertain to raw materials and components, issued to the 
applicant under the Actual User’s policy and are still valid including the revalldation, 
if any granted. If the applicmt has surrendered any licence or release order, it 
should also be entered, if it has not expired but the fact of the licence hat^g 
been surrendered should be indicated agamst such licences. 

(4) The unutilised value to be entered in Col. 7 under S. No. 5(a) above will be 
the balance c.i.f- value available on the Customs copy of the licence reduced by the 
amount for which firm comrnitment has been made by opening letter of credit. In 
the case of release order in S. No. 5(b) it will be viued for which neither the 
goods have been lifted from the canalising agency nor payment made to that 
agency.
